Discussed At Meeting

With nearly 100 ratepayers, of; 
the district present, a very prof 
itabke meeting was held in the 
Opera House, Monday night, 
with Chairman C. F. Tollestrup 
of the School Board in the 
Chair. He explained the purpose 
of the meeting was to discuss 
with the Ratepayers the financ¬ 
ial condition of the district and 
get their opinion a s to a co. r e 
of action. He then asked O. H. 
Snow, Sec.-Treas. of the Town 
of Raywond to explain the |>er- 
centage of taxes collected, and 
the outlook for further collect¬ 
ions this fall in view of the 
crop conditions. 

The meeting was then oper.ed 
for suggestions and comments 
from the meeting and the tenor 
of the speeches were that our 
schools must carry on full str¬ 
ength. The idea of sacrificing 
the future of our boys and girls 
was unthinkable, and every 
possible effort should lie made 
to collect taxes. It was no favor 
to allqw people’s taxes to get in 
arrears, 'apd the meeting voted 
(leartily ip favqr of seizures of 
faxes being placed on fh e crups, 
apd a Committee representing 
flip Tpwp Cour.pil and the 
School Board wra appointed to 
meet with the Municipal Council 
and ask them to allow seizures 
to be placed to guarantee pay 
ment of sufficient tax.s to keep 
the schools operating. 

The meeting resulted in a 
much better u lderstading be¬ 
tween the Ratepayers and the 
officials oj the Town and School 
and more co-operation on all 
aides in striving to solve the 
problems that confront us all.

Every right thinking person 
should realize however, that 
taxes and water rights slioul 1 
lie a first charge against the 
produce of farm and field, and 
should budget first and fore¬ 
most for these things. That this 
is not done is proven by the 
tremendou s amount of tax ar¬ 
rears on the books of the Town 
and School, and the fact that 
the same group of taxpayers 
let thes e matters slip annually. 
If every dollar of arrears could 
be collected, the Town and 
School could operate for two 
year s without another cent be¬ 
ing collected. 

What is the solution? It 
would appea- that taxpayers 
should make an effort to com¬ 
mence now reducing t’leir arr¬ 
ears and paying current taxes, 
even if they have to sacrifice 
some of thp desire s of the hour 
to do it. They say it can’t lie 
done. Officials say it must lie 
done. The School must o|ierate, 
the services of the Town be 
kept intact, and the revenue 
from tax collections is the only 
way to ccomplish this. Taxes 
have lie in increased beyond act 
ual needs because more than a 
GO p.c. collection of the levy has 
been thought improbable. 

Is it not time in view of the 
fact that some of us hav_> lieen 
boarding free in the matter of 
education and public serviceon 
our fellow men that we came to

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WEEKLY LET IKK 
WEATHER DATA FOR CROP 

YEAR 1935 - 1936 

Tile crop year is al>out ended 
on most of tlie wheat farms of 
Southern Alherta, and so it 
might be ol interest to rdview 
the wenther conditions for this 
year ns secured by the meteor¬ 
ological department at the Ex¬ 
perimental Farm and compare 
this year with past seasons. 

Temperature, precipitation, 
sunshine, wind end evaporation 
observations are made at Ex¬ 
perimental Station. This year 
a number of weather records 
have been broken especially in 
the temperatures and precipita¬ 
tion. Last winter was one of the 
coldest experienced since tem- 
erature records were first secur¬ 
ed in 1902. February was es¬ 
pecially cold. It had the iowest 
mean temperature for any Feb¬ 
ruary on record, the average 
for that month having been 10.2 
below zero, while the next low¬ 
est recorded in Febrcary was 4 
above zero in 1901- The lowest 
mean maximum tnd minimum 
records for Febi uary were brok¬ 
en by a wide margin this year. 
The lowest mean maximum was 
1.1 above in 1936 & 15.8 above 
in 1904. The lowest mean min¬ 
imum. for Febraury was 21.4 be¬ 
low zer 0 i n 1936 and 7 below 
zero in 1922, which was the 
next lowest since 1902. 

February was not cnj v a re¬ 
cord month for low average tern 
peratures, but it experienced 
less wind than any February on 
record indicating an absence 0 f 
the westerly “Chinook.” The to¬ 
tal wind mileage was 4,310 in 
1936 and 6463 i n 1929 which 
was the previous low record for 
February. It seems quite evi¬ 
dent from the ahgye that last 
February was the col ’e t Feb¬ 
ruary cxperienc.fi since weath¬ 
er records have hce.i kept in 
Leth bridge. 

Natur e seemed ti he trying 
to balance up her t mperatures 


by making this one of the hott¬ 
est summers on record. This 
was especially true of the month 
of July which had the highest 
mean temperatures yet record¬ 
ed for any month. The average 
temperature for July 1936 was 
70.3 degrees above zero. The 
next highest was in 1906 with 
69.0 

Tlie precipitation from Aug¬ 
ust 1, 1935 to August 1, 3936 
was 12 inches. This w, s not r 
low record for 12 months’ precip 
Ration, the total precipitation? 
for the 12 months of 1904, 1909 
‘10, ‘18, ‘31 and ‘35 having been 
lower than the last 12 months. 
The average, however for the 
past 31 y,nr:; was 15.7 irelies 
or rbout 3®/| inches more ' hnn 
this year. The really di attrour 
time this year was the month 
of July, which was extremely 
dry, as we all so wej» know 
Only .41 inch of precipitatior 
was received at Lethbridge 
while the average precipil tior 
for this month <per a 84-yeai 
period was 1.68 inches. July 
1908 and July, 1910, however, 
hail 1 iWii Jul„ rainfalls. 

Th e influence of heat on evap 
.oration is shown quite clearly 
by the evaporation records. The 
total evanoration from a water 
surface in a land tank was 8.86 
inches as compared to 8.03 in 
which was the previous high 
record This high evaporation 
was secured regardless of the 
fact that the total wind mile¬ 
age was the third lowest of any 
July since wind records have 
been secured, which dates back 
15 years. 

This has been a year of extr¬ 
emes, perhaps one of t ose rlui’ 
fathers will tell their children 
about We always hope that nexi 
year will be better-

Needless t osay—and yet it

Having established a correct 
diagnosis, what of the treat¬ 
ment, Obviously, this will de 
per.d entirely upon the condit 
ion fbund, and is a decision 
which should be left to a co.i 
petent physician. Certain genet 
al suggestions, however, may 
prolve helpful. 

If due to flatigue only, rest 
alone is usually sufficient. How 
ever, heat applied to the back 
is very soothing, as is also 
massage. 

If there be a back s. asm 
from torn muscle fibres or from 
a ligametary tear, it is amazing 
what relief may come from 
massage, gentle at first, to gel 
the "confidence'’ pf the muscles 
then gradually wqrkjng deeper, 
but never yvith violence. Heat 
is very helpful; electrical treat 
ment s are often helpful if intell 
igently utilized, but for home 
use the ordinary electric coil 
with the copper reflector is 
very serviceabe. So is the good 
old fashioned method of, “iron 
ing” the patient, through sever 
al sheets of brown paper but 
keep the iron moving! 

Inflammatory conditions, in 
addition to the abolve, require r 
search for the possible cause of 
the infection. Suspect the usua’ 
foci, teeth, tonsils, nose and sin¬ 
uses, -bowel, gall'-bladder, pros 
tat e and the neck of the womb 
when children have been born. 

In certain inflammatory types 
various drug preparations have 
been found to be almost a specif 
ic relief in other cases special 
sedative are rdvisable In either 
instance the choice should be 
determined by th e physician in 
charge. 

Should the patient rest or ex 
ercise? This depends entirely up 
on the cause. Rest in bed is es¬ 
sential in some cases; in others 
there should be exercise, and 
sometimes firm manipulation 
cve n under anaesthesia, to break 
down old adhesions. Again, de¬ 
pending upon the cause, other 
patients may require a spinal 
cast, a special brace or may 
need surgery in some other part 
of the body .
